Smallest Town 

Politics in a small town may be regarded with 
contempt or indifference by the politicians of larger 
co mm u n ities or those who play their parts on the in¬ 
ternational stage. The feeling of superiority may not 
exist in those who have begun their practical careers 
on the small-town level, running for office as school 
trustee or alderman. They know that politics are 
people and that the measures they may advocate, no 
matter how good they may be in intention, can suc¬ 
ceed only when they command the support of a sub¬ 
stantial majority of the electors. 

In contrast, the candidate for office in a large 
city has less need to worry about what the voters 
think of him. The small-town candidate will be known 
and judged by everyone in town. The city candidate 
will come in personal touch with only a few of his 
constituents, and most of those will be his supporters 
anyway, preconditioned to accept any plans he may 
make or support for the general good, as he sees it. 

Still further removed from the direct influ¬ 
ence of public opinion is the Ottawa member of par¬ 
liament. Unless he is in the cabinet he has little 
chance of helping to form governmental policy. His 
job is merely to support the policy, if he belongs to 
the government party, or oppose it, if he belongs in 
the opposition. His constituents make allowances for 
his lack of power, and do not hold him to personal 
account for supporting measures that will increase 
their income taxes. If he were a town alderman, vot¬ 
ing on a bond issue that would add a few mills to the 
local tax rate, they woud be readily vocal in demand¬ 
ing good justification for the expenditure proposed. 

It would be impractical to attempt to manage the 
nation’s business as if it were that of a small town. 
Still, there is something to be said for getting more 
of the small-town point of view into national affairs. 
If members of parliament were as careful to question 
government estimates of expenditure as they would 
question estimates for local paving contracts, their 
constituents might feel they were getting the kind of 
representation they had voted for. In time, if the 
practice were kept up, some government economics 
might be the result. 

The smallest town is the best governed, so long 
as it doesn’t grow.

Care Of Seed Grain Important 


Measures should be taken now to 
set aside the most satisfactory 
grain for use as seed, says A. M. 
Wilson, Field Crop Commissioner, 
Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. In the process of harvesting 
damp and tough grain farmers 
should be mindful that every ef¬ 
fort should be made to save grain 
(hat will be suitable for planting 
the 1960 crop. 

It is not lust a matter of select¬ 
ing the best grain to be held for

planting, it is also a matter of put¬ 
ting it into safe storage and in 
such a place that it can be shovell¬ 
ed over or moved periodically 
should it be damp or tough. Some 
farmers may be unfortunate 
enough not to have grain that will 
be satisfactory for planting. In 
such a case one should not over¬ 
look the possibility of exchanging 
feed grain for grain that will be 
satisfactory for seed. Frequently 
grain harvested under the present 
moisture conditions contains weed 
seeds or plant material that con¬ 
tain even more moisture than the 
grain. If such is the case, early 
cleaning would be desirable so this 
wetter material can be removed. 

Whatever storage Is used, the 
bins should be well cleaned in as 
much as grain beetles of one kind 
or another, or mites, survive under 
adverse storage conditions. The 
cleaning will ulso make the grain 
less liable to insect damage, par¬ 
ticularly from grain mites, because 
they build up more in areas where 
grain dust accumulates. Mr. Wil¬ 
son recommends that cleaning now 
will avoid problems that may arise 
later.
